BEIRUT, Lebanon— The 
first contingent of United 
Nations observers moved 
into Lebanon today less 
than 24 hours after the Se­ 
curity Council ordered a 
border watch to keep out 
intruders from President 
Nasser’s United Arab Repub­ 
lic. 
The first group of five of­ 
ficers—a New Zealander, two 
Swedes and two lalians—drove 
from Israel into south Lebanon 
and then headed for Beirut.

Developer Reveals 


Purchase Of Cove 


Plans for development of yacht harbor and shop­ 
ping center along the entire Tiburon waterfront will be 
revealed tonight to members of the Corinthian Yacht 
Club. 


Milton Tonini of Ross disclosed today he plans to 
construct a huge breakwater which will make most of 
Tiburon Cove into a yacht basin. 


At the same time, he said that he and his associates 
had purchased Tiburon cove from the Northwestern 
Pacific Railroad, as well as all 
of the shore cove from the Tib- 
ron business houses to the first 
home on Raccoon Strait. 
The 
only exception, he said, will be 
the NWP pier, which will not 
be affected by the transaction. 
Tonini plans to start “as fast 
as we possibly can” on devel­ 
opment of the yacht harbor. 
He said it includes construc­ 
tion of “more than 1,000 feet 
of breakwater and a major 
yacht clubhouse and facilities.” 
He would not estimate the cost 
of construction. 
Another stage of the develop­ 
ment will be construction of a 
project “on the order of the 
Stanford 
shopping 
center,” 
which would include exclusive 
shops, restaurants and apart­ 
ments, “all moulded to the tem­ 
po, color and flavor of the Tib­ 
uron peninsula,” he declared. 
(The Stanford Shopping Cen­ 
ter, 
developed 
on 
Stanford 
University land, includes large 
branches of the Emporium and 
other 
major 
San 
Francisco 
stores.) 
Tonini said the plan is the 
result of two years’ study, but 
extensive and comprehensive 
studies are still going on in re­ 
lation to the shopping center. 
The developer said he and 
his associates— whom he did 
not name—had acquired title 
to the water out 1,000 feet 
from shore. He said it includes 
a strip in front of all the busi­ 
ness establishments on Tib- 
uron’s Main street. 
Tonini would not estimate 
the total cost of the project. 
Neither did he reveal details 
of the acquisition of the prop­ 
erty from the railroad.

A S T I-FLUOR IDA TI O S MEASURE 7\TRODUCED 


Congressman Usher L. Burdick, of North Dakota, recently introduced a bill (H.R. 10046) which would 
make it unlawful for any officer or employee of the United States, the District of Columbia, or any 
territory of the United States, to treat any public water supply with any fluoride compound or to make 
such treated water available for human consumption on any lands or areas, under the jurisdiction of 
the Federal Government This bill has been sent to the House Committee on Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce. 


The AMERICAN MERCURY MAGAZINE for May, 1958, carries a very enlightening article bv Mr. 
Burdick which discusses briefly the numerous poisons now being used in the foods consumed bv our 
people, and he points out some of their deleterious effects. Among those used over a period of vears 
are several bleaches and dyes that are known to be the cause of diabetes and cancer. In this statement 
he also notes the use of 
chemicals in city water supplies to 
prevent tooth decay without competent 
study to determine their 
bad effects. The particular chemicals to which he refers are compounds of 
fluorine. 
r 


The addition of fluorides to water used for drinking and cooking has long been a source of wide­ 
spread and vigorous disagreement. Its use has in some places been prohibited by law, and in no nay 
parallels the use of chlorine for the destruction of harmful bacteria. 
ALLEGEDLY, fluorine com­ 
pounds harden the structure of the teeth and make them resistant to decay. It may be that this purpose 
is to some extent served, but we have not seen any statement to show that properly evaluated medical 
experimentation proves these compounds harmless in other directions. Its use on the contrary, has been 
strongly condemned by a substantial number of doctors, dentists, and professional medical organiza­ 
tions, both in the United States and elsewhere, on the ground that it has harmful mental and physical 
effects over a period of time. 


Fluorine is described as an active poison that is frequently used to kill vermin. The forms in which 
it is used for that purpose include that used in the fluoridation of drinking water. It is odorless and 
tasteless, and for that reason would be very difficult to detect. 
It is claimed that even in minute quan- 
tities inorganic fluorine compounds ingested into the human system ire cumulative in effect and that 
the concentration at which they become actively harmful Is uncertain. All of these are excellent reasons 
why their use in the manner indicated should be avoided. 


The possibility of mental deterioration arising from the absorption of fluorine compounds administered 
in drinking water leads directly to the thought that those who prescribe the use of fluorides mav have 
a motive other than the prevention of tooth decay. An editorial in The New Age, for September 1957 
noted specifically the potential danger to the future welfare, even the existence, of this Republic em­ 
bodied in the drive for the mass administration of drugs. If such wholesale medication Is possible law­ 
fully, as in fluoridation, without the consent of those affected, who can predict the further lengths to 
which it might be carried, or its ultimate effects on our government and our people? 


The best reason in the world for rejecting the use of fluorine compounds in the water we consume 
gardless of what the proportion ma> be, is the fact that they are essentially poisons and hence could 
he harmful.

Soustelle is the political front 
man for the insurgent move- 
men of a r m y officers and 
French settlers who banded to­ 
gether in Committees of Public 
Safety to keep Algeria under 
F r e n c h control. 
De Gaulle 
wants the Moslem majority to 
have a full voice in running 
France's North African terri­ 
tory. 


BACKED DE GAULLE 
The committees inspired and 
directed wild demonstrations 
in Algeria which hoisted de 
Gaulle to power. But he is now 
trying to make them take the 
same vacation from politics he j 
ordered for the National As­ 
sembly. 
The premier called Soustelle 
back from Algiers after the 
military-civilian c o m m i t tee 
there demanded that de Gaulle 
kick party politicians out of his 
cabinet and delay the Algerian 
municipal elections he prom­ 
ised about a month. 
BITING TELEGRAM 
De Gaulle's first response 
was a biting telegram to Gen. 
Raoul Salan, his civil and mil­ 
itary chief in Algeria who had 
associated himself with the in­ 
surgent committee’s demands. 
The premier told Salan to keep 
out of politics. 
De Gaulle's telegram was ob­ 
viously aimed also at paratroop 
Gen. Jacques Massu. who took 
over leadership of the French 
insurgents in Algeria after they 
defied Paris May 13. 
Soustelle, who eluded police 
surveillance at his Paris home 
and slipped through to Algeria 
May 16, is generally regarded 
as the real mastermind behind 
the 
movement, 
although 
he 
holds no post on any of the 
committees. 
He worked closely with de 
Gaulle during World War II 
and was the leader of his sup­ 
porters in the National Assem­ 
bly, but rumors have circulated 
for months that de Gaulle has 
soured on his disciple. 


Lung Ailment Can Be Fatal; Scientists 


Suspect Modern Environment Causes It 


NEW YORK (UPD — A brand 
new disease has popped up. It 
is so distinctive and its mani­ 
festations 
are 
so 
uniform 
from victim to victim that the 
scientific discoverers suspect 
something has been added to 
I the environment we all live in 
which causes it. 
Insecticides, 
for 
instance? 
they asked. 
Or 
perhaps, 
de­ 
tergents? Then again it might 
be something new in plastics 
or antibiotics. “In other words,” 
they 
continued, 
“the 
n e w 
disease may be a penalty for 
the convenience 
of 
modern 
living.” 
Whatever it might be. this 
disease-causing-agent is inhal­ 
ed, because the new disease is 
one of the lungs. It has been 
fatal. 
The ailment has been identi­ 


fied in all parts of the country, 
and in Canada, 
England 
and 
Italy. Its first appearance was 
five years ago. 
So far. scientists have identi­ 
fied 
positively 
and 
studied 
minutely 27 cases— eight 
of 
them fatal. What happens is 
that the air cells of the lungs 
fill with a material which is 
( high in protein and in fat. This 
material evidently is produced 
by the cells of the lung s lin­ 
ing. What causes these cells 
to behave that way is the ques­ 
tion. 
If enough of the air cells are 
filled, death is the result, per­ 
haps directly caused by a super­ 
imposed bacterial or fungal in­ 
fection. But the disease can be 
long-enduring but 
stationary, 
or it can eventually disappear 
on its own. 


Knowland Out 
To Cut Ike's 
Trade Bill 


WASHINGTON UP — Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower s House-pass­ 
ed reciprocal trade agreements 
program hit a snag in the Sen­ 
ate Republican leadership to­ 
day. 
In the face of a lop-sided 317- 
98 House vote yesterday to con­ 
tinue presidential control over 
tariffs for five years, Sen. Wil­ 
liam F. Knowland (R-Calif.) an­ 
nounced he will back a move to 
reduce the extension to three 
years. The House rejected a 
two-year limit. 
However, Knowland, the Sen­ 
ate 
Republican 
leader, 
said 
that while he reserves the right 
to support other amendments 


to the House bill he 
believes 
the Senate eventually will pass 
a measure “generally satisfac­ 
tory” to Eisenhower. 
The bill would give Eisen­ 
hower authority to reduce U.S. 
tariffs on imports as much as 
25 per cent over the five-year 
period in return 
for similar 
concessions by other countries 
on U.S. exports. 
Senate 
Democratic 
Leader 
Lyndon B. Johnson 
of Texas, 
traditionally a supporter of the 
trade program, said the House 
bill will be given top priority 
in the Senate. 
While most interested sena­ 
tors regarded the House meas­

boundary beyond 
which the Senate would not go 
in permitting tariff reductions, 
Sen. 
Paul H. Douglas (D-Ill.j 
said he will try to reduce the 
amount which tariffs could be 
raised under the bill in cases 
where imports are found to be 
adversely affecting locally pro- 
duced merchandise.

12-million-dollar 
Buena Vista Heights subdivi­ 
sion won the unanimous ap­ 
proval of the Sausalito Plan­ 
ning Commission last night. 
The 43-acre site, adjacent to 
Bayside School, will be devel­ 
oped for single family dwell­ 
ings, duplexes and three nine- 
story apartment buildings, ac­ 
cording to the plans of devel­ 
oper Morden Dunn.

It is designed to clurb some 
labor union abuses and also 
give organized labor some of 
the things it wants. 
But it 
was under fire from both sides. 
Senate 
Democratic 
Leader 
Lyndon B. Johnson (D-Tex.) 
expressed hope the bill could 
be passed by tomorrow night. 
Other senators thought 
it 
would take longer. Sen. Barry 
Goldwater (R-Ariz.), one of the 
group of Republicans planning 
to offer a series of stringent 
amendments to the bill, said 
there would be “long drawn 
out discussion” on each one. 
An interesting sidelight to 
the debate was the test it posed 
for Sen. John F. Kennedy ID- 
Mass.), principal author of the 
measure and a potential presi­ 
dential nomination in 1960: 
The bill as sent to the floor 
would write into law a union | 
democracy code including se­ 
cret elections and term limits 
for officers and would require 
full public financial reporting 
by unions with more than 200 
members and $25,000 annual 
income.

Also under subpena is a Gold- 
fine bookkeeper who so far has 
balked at turning over all rec­ 
ords Harris wants. 
READY TO DENY 
Adams was reported ready 
to deny that he swung favored 
FTC and SEC treatment for 
Goldfine. 
The White House said Adams 
was not immediately available 
to newsmen, however. 
A White House source indi­ 
cated Adams would acknowl­ 
edge that Goldfine frequently 
paid hotel bills for Adams in 
Boston. 
Harris’ investigators 
have said Goldfine paid nearly 
$2,000 for this over a four-year 
period. But Adams, it was said, 
always thought Goldfine kept 
the hotel rooms as a permanent 
residence suite.

San Rafael, you’ve been in­ 
vaded. 
The foreigners have landed 
and what’s more, their major 
beachhead has been established 
on your Francisco boulevard. 
Cause to worry? Well, no, 
because the invaders aren't 
men but machines, and most 
of the native residents seem 
more inclined to try to beat 
the foreign rascals to death 
with their billfolds than with 
clubs. 
The beachhead consists of 
six 
foreign 
car 
dealerships 
which have sprung up in two

For just a quick whirl around 
Francisco, including each side 
of 101 from Bermuda Palms to 
the San Rafael viaduct, here 
•are the dealers: 


The first new showroom you 
encounter heading east is a 
glass and concrete structure 
housing Marin Foreign Cars, 
managed 
by 
Tom 
Kramar. 
Here you find the Porsche and 
Borgward lines in a total of 
eight models. The Borgward is 


the “fine watch” type passen­ 
ger car and the Porsche the 
»porty speedster. 
Passing the Bugna used car 
lot you find Suburban Motors, 
home of the Fiat, Alfa Romeo 
a n d 
the 
Lambretta 
motor 
scooters. This is one of the 
newest 
of 
the 
dealerships, 
opening around the first of the 
year. Manager is Arthur Gra- 
h a m 
of 
Belvedere. 
Here’s 
where you find the before 
mentioned Fiat 600, the small­ 
est car sold in the row. 
Near by is the largest 
showroom on the row, E. F. 


Sweeney, Inc., which moved 
to this site late last year and 
now stocks the largest line 
of foreign cars in the Red­ 
wood Empire. 
In the plush showroom here 
you can purchase the MG, Mor­ 
ris, 
Austin, 
Austin - Healey, 
Jaguar, Rolls-Royce, Bentley, 
Aston-Martin, Riley and the 
Vespa Motor Scooter. Sweeney 
has Rolls-Royces available from 
$13,000 up to the most deluxe 
version at $33,000. Perhaps 
less-known among the line are 
the Aston-Martin machines in 
the $7,000 to $8,000 class. 


Sweeney also has the distinc­ 
tion of being the first foreign 
car dealer in Marin. His first 
dealership was opened in 1952 
at the Hub in San Anselmo. 
Next, passing Rossi Ga­ 
rage, you come to Town and 
Country Motors, perhaps the 
largest volume foreign car 
dealer in the row. Stocked 
is 
the 
well-known 
Volks­ 
wagen in 10 models of se­ 
dans, 
convertibles, 
trucks 
and station wagons, and two 
models of the «lesser-known 
Karmann-Ghia 
sports 
car. 
This dealership opened early 
in 1957 and for all intents 


and purposes has sold every 
one of its more than 20-car 
per month quota since it 
opened. 
Leaving Town and Country 
you pass Motoringham Ltd., 
pointed out as a wholesale and 
retail outlet for oil and other 
auto commodities. 
Last dealer on the north side 
is International Motors, home 
of the Renault line, the French 
import. 
Crossing 101 and heading 
back toward San Rafael you 
find the next foreign car deal­ 
er as none other than Sten- j 
strom Buick, which in addition 


to its Buick line handles the 
well-rated Gewnan-made Opel 
automobile. 
Last of the dealers on the 
row, if you cheat a bit, is 
Walter (Buzz) Kilborn, whose 
Irwin street business is easily 
visible from 
Francisco.

‘ We have read the manu­ 
script of your stirring novel, 
and are happy to inform you 
that . . . ” 


‘‘OUR BOARD OF directors, 
despite the recession, have 
voted an extra quarterly divi­ 
dend of . . .” 
“A review of your 1956 tax 
return has disclosed you over­ 
paid . . . ” 
‘ Remember how I had to 
fight you to get you to buy 
that $1 chance on a new 1958 
convertible our Legion post 
is giving away? Well, the win­ 
ning ticket has been drawn, 
and guess who . . . ” 
‘ Usually our country club 
requires a $500 initiation fee 
for new members, but in your 
case . . . ” 


“FRANKLY, I THOUGHT 
your son would flunk out the 
first semester. However, now 
I must admit . . . ” 
“Remember the little red­ 
head who stood you up on 
that prom date in 1938? Well, 
all these years my conscience 
has . . . ” 
“Your wife returned the 
dress, and a credit of $175 
has been made to your . . .” 
‘ Cocktails will be served 
at . . . ” 
But you hardly get that 
kind of letter tny more, do 
you? 


WASHINGTON—What has 
happened is France illus­ 
trates a truth which I first 
came upon years ago .n a his­ 
tory of the French revolution. 
It is that a regime, an estab- 
l^hed order, is rarely over­ 
thrown by a revolutionary 
movement usually a regime 
collapses of its ow n weakness 
and corruption and then a 
revolutionary movement en­ 
ters among the ruins and 
takes over the powers that 
have become vacant. 


THUS IT IS simply not true 
as some are saying that a 
Democratic and free system 
of government has been over­ 
thrown by a conspiracy of 
Colonels and extremists, con­ 
nived at by Generals and right 
wmg politicians, among them 
Gen. de Gaulle himself. 
The Algerian war, which 
has been a military failure 
and in its cruelties is a dis­ 
grace to the good name of 
France, was presided over by 
a 
Socialist 
politician 
who 
owed his appointment to a So­ 
cialist Prime Minister. As re­ 
spects North Africa, the au­ 
thority of the French govern­ 
ment in Paris had collapsed 
long before the insurrection 
broke out last month. As early 
as February, after the bomb­ 
ing of the Tunisian village of 
Sakiet-Sidi-Youssef, it was as 
plain as the nose on one’s face 
that the Paris government 
was impotent to govern. 
It is false, therefore, to look 
upon Gen, de Gaulle as the 
man who overthrew, or con­ 
nived at the overthrow of 
the 
parliamentary 
govern­ 
ment. He has come to power 
because that g o v e r n m e n t 
could no longer pretend that 
it was able to govern. 


IT HAS BEEN said by some 
that while Gen. de Gaulle him­ 
self is not a Fascist, he is an 
old man, like Hindenburg in 
Germany, who in his senility 
will make way for a French 
Hitler. All I can say is that, 
having seen him recently, he 
did not seem in the least 
senile to me: he was then, as 
he has always been, a man of 
extraordinary 
historical in­ 
sight and imagination, in this 
respect second only, I would 
say, if not equal to Churchill. 


AN 
INTERESTING 
book 
could be written about the 
ted relation* which existed 


during the war between Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt and Gen. de 
Gaulle. I do not pretend to 
know the whole story but as a 
newspaperman in Washing­ 
ton and in London. I knew 
about 
signficant 
bits 
and 
Pieces of the story. Their bad 
relations began origmaily be­ 
cause at the beginning of the 
war. after the fall of France 
in 
1940. 
there 
were 
two 
French governments. There 
was one inside France at 
Vichy under Marshal Petain 
which was. of course, domin­ 
ated by Hitler and the victor­ 
ious Nazi armies. The other 
French government was in 
exile in London, and it was 
under Gen. de Gaulle. 
It was our official policy, 
for which there were very 
good reasons of expediency, 
to maintain diplomatic rela­ 
tions with Petain’s govern­ 
ment in Vichy and in North 
Africa. Our good reasons were 
that we intended to invade 
North Africa and hoped for 
the 
collaboration 
of 
the 
French officials and soldiers. 
This policy, so it was felt by 
Secretary Hull and the Presi­ 
dent, required that we have 
no relations with the F r e e 
French under Gen. de Gaulle. 
Though our hearts were 
with the Free French, our cal­ 
culated policy required us to 
to be with the Vichy French.

THE GREENBRAE plant 
can handle the sewage flow 
all right in dry weather, but 
in rainy season when extra 
w*ater seeps into the systems 
the Greenbrae plant does not 
give give complete treatment 
to the sewage before the end 
product is discharged into the 
bay. 
As the proposed agreement 
stands now: Corte Madera 
Sanitary District would pay 
$365,000 to Ross Valley Sani­ 
tary District to enlarge the 
Greenbrae plant. Ross Valley 
Sanitary District would agree 
to treat an average daily sew­ 
age flow from Corte Madera 
of 1.175,000 gallons. 
Biggest stumbling block to 
agreement now is what hourly 
limit should be imposed. Ross 
Valiev district directors sug­ 
gest 135,000 gallons an hour. 
But the Corte Madera direc- 
tors would like a larger hourly 
limit. A decision hinges on 
the plant’s designed emer* 
geney capacity. 


Once an agreement fai 
signed, tbe Corte Madera 
Sanitary District will have 
to ask its voters to approve 
bond issues to cover the 
$365.000 plus cost of addi­ 
tions to its plumbing plants 
and new pressure lines. 


Already the Corte Madera 
directors are worrying that 
they won’t get the authoriza­ 
tion. Besides being saddled 
with a network of antiquated 
lines, the Corte Madera dis­ 
trict has a high tax rate of 60 
cents per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion. Larkspur has a 50-cent 
tax rate and Ross Valley Sani­ 
tary District a 21-cent rate. 


Nixon Prestige At Stake 
in California Elections 
By LYXE C. WILSON 


WASHLNGTON (UPIV-Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon’s 
political prestige will be up 
for grabs this year in Califor­ 
nia w h e r e well-organized 
Democrats are maneuvering 
to cut him down as a presi­ 
dential prospect. 
Nixon is committed by de­ 
sire and circumstance to make 
an all-out campaign for the 
election in November of Sen. 
William F. Knowland as gov­ 
ernor of California. Much has 
been written about the rivalry 
between Nixon and Knowland, 
the Republican leader of the 
Senate. It has been argued 
that their big home state was 
not big enough for the ambi­ 
tions of these two young men, 
each of whom is on a political 
path which logically could 
lead to a Republican presi­ 
dential nomination. 


Knowland is substantially if 
not irrevocably committed to 
Nixon for the 1960 nomina­ 
tion. He calls Nixon the only 
major aspirant as of now. 
Nixon is even more firmly 
committed to support Knowl- 
and’s ambition to be elected 
governor. 


DEMOCRAT Pat B r o w n 
gave Knowland a rough going- 
over in last week’s primary. 
Both men filed for the gub­ 
ernatorial nomination on both 
tickets and the primary was 
something of a popularity con­ 
test between the pair. Brown 
substantially out-polled the 
senator. 


The political tide in Cali­ 
fornia was running strong 
on 
primary day against 
Knowland. 
It 
is 
np 
to 
Knowland and Nixon in the 
ensuing months to reverse 
that 
tide 
or, 
each, 
to 
stumble 
away 
from 
the 
summit of Republican party 
leadership. 


Brown’s election w o u l d 
damage N i x o n ’s prospects 
badly after an all-out cam­ 
paign effort in Knowland’s be­ 
half. Nixon would then appear 
to have been repudiated by 
the voters of his own state. 
That could be deadly to his 
ambition to obtain the I960 
Republican presidential nom­ 
ination. That would be a 
•wetter triumph for th* na­ 


tional Democratic party than 
the election of a Democratic 
governor of California after 
long years of failure. 


THE AGGRESSIVE inten­ 
sity of the Democratic high 
command's attack on Nixon 
is a considerable tribute to 
the vice president. It seems to 
be an acknowledgement by 
the opposition that he not 
only is front-runner now for 
the 
Republican 
nomination 
but. would be the most diffi­ 
cult Republican to beat. The 
Democratic effort to knock off 
both Nixon and Knowland in 
a single state election cam­ 
paign will have the hard-fisted 
support of the political lead­ 
ers of organized labor. They 
have a double stake in the 
contest. 


Knowland directly c h a 1- 
lenges the labor bosses with 
an appeal over their heads to 
the labor rank and file. It is 
an appeal accompanied by en­ 
dorsement of strict regulation 
of union affairs, largely in be­ 
half of the members, and of 
legislation which would out­ 
law the closed or union shop. 
So, the 
bosses don’t like 
Knowland for that, and they 
don’t like Nixon, either. It 
should be quite a contest, and 
if big labor over-shoots the 
mark in California as it did in 
1950 in Ohio in an effort to 
defeat the late Sen. Robert A. 
Taft, the opposition of big 
labor could become a Repub­ 
lican asset.

Children Should Love The Water; 


They Will If You Begin Gently 


Do your children love the 
water? Your little ones enjoy 
paddling and splashing?

Here is Suzy, a timid 3-year- 
old. She was mildly afraid of 
the water. Her daddy loved her.

So he carried her out be­ 
yond her depth. I watched him. 
He tried to make her relax and 
float.

She screamed, choked, and 
grabbed him by the neck and 
went into hysterics. You’ve 
seen that happen too, haven’t 
you? Then Suzy’s daddy got 
mad. He spanked her, and 
dumped her in her mother’s 
lap. Poor Suzy. 
How can a man be so stupid? 
Suzy had a horrid, shocking 
experience. At best it will take 
her months to get over it. More 
likely it will cause her to fear 
the water all her life. 
Here’s Billy, an equally timid 
boy. His daddy walked with 


him along the water’s edge. I 
watched them. Now and then 
Billy let go of his father’s hand. 
He took two or three steps by 
himself. The water came only 
to his ankles, but it was an ad­ 
venture for him. He loved it. 
Gradually he got more cour­ 
age. In an hour he was splash­ 
ing with the other children. 
Eventually Billy will be a good 
swimmer. No shock, no terror. 
You get the point? Children 
make progress with water at 
their own pace. You can’t push 
them. You should supervise 
them. 
Be on hand to protect, be­ 
cause they can be foolhardy. 
But don’t rush them. Easy does 
it, please!

Slate Taking 
Census Of 
Indian Pupils 


SACRAMENTO ,(UPI) — The 
first full-scale census of Cali­ 
fornia’s school-age Indian popu­ 
lation is under way at the re­ 
quest of the state Department 
of Education, it was learned to­ 
day. 
County school 
superinten­ 
dents have been requested to 
report how many students in 
elementary and high schools 
are one-fourth or more Indian 
blood. 
E. R. Deering, chief of the 
education department’s Child 
Welfare and Attendance Divis 
ion, said it was a sort of “spot 
check” of the Indian youths 
and was initiated at the state 
level at the request of the fed­ 
eral Bureau of Indian Affairs 
Purpose of the survey prob 
ably is to give the federal gov 
ernment a general idea of the 
cost of administering Public 
Law 874 which allows federal 
aid for areas affected by gov­ 
ernment projects and for In 
dians, under a 1954 amend­ 
ment. But Deering said he was 
not certain how the facts gath­ 
ered would be used. 
He pointed out, however, that 
the Johnson - O’Malley Law, 
which prorated funds to local 
school districts for aid on the 
basis of Indian population, ex­ 
pired this year and Public Law 
874 assumed the provisions of 
the measure. 
He said the department of 
education has been estimating 
the state’s Indian student pop­ 
ulation at about 6,000 for years 
without the aid of an absolute 
survey. He expected that the 
census now under way will re­ 
sult in little if any change in 
that figure.

the state Bureau of Milk Con­ 
trol may result in millions of 
dollars in increased earnings to 
California dairymen. 
State studies so far show 
that the dairymen should get 
the extra money. However, any 
decision made on the issue will 
not affect prices paid for milk 
by homemakers. 
The h e a r i n g s will be in 
Fresno June 24, Berkeley and 
Sacram ento June 27 and Los 
Angeles July 1. They cover al­ 
most e v e r y milk m arketing 
area in the state. 
The hearings affect only milk 
shipped through the so-called 
country plants. These are rural 
depots for collecting local sur­ 
plus m ilk w h i c h is to be 
shipped to m etropolitan areas. 
About 15 per cent of the 
state’s fluid milk, upwards of 
seven 
m illion hundredw eight 
p er year, passes through these 
country plants. 
At present the state perm its 
a deduction of 27 cents per 
hundredw eight from the dairy­ 
m en’s earnings for all his milk 
th at passes through the coun­ 
try plants. The deduction is to 
pay the cost of storage, cooling 


the same price they get local 
milk. 


Dairymen have complained 
that 27 cents 
per hundred­ 
weight is far too much to pay 
for the m arketing of their milk.

Eighth graders attending Larkspur-Corte Ma­ 
dera and Neil Cummins Schools are climbing up­ 
ward in school skills compared with a national 
average. 
Results of the Iowa Test of Basic Skills given 
last month showed that eighth graders at L-CM 
School got an average score of 74, compared with 
a nationwide average of 50. 
When the same test was given last fall, the 48 
L-CM eighth graders averaged 66. 
At Neil Cummins School, the 66 eighth graders 
averaged 60 on the May test. Last fall their score 
averaged 54. 
Each parent has received an individual record 
sheet on his child giving results of both tests, said 
Gilbert L. Slusher, principal of L-CM School. 
The test is broken down into five parts: (1) 
vocabulary, (2) reading comprehension, (3) language 
skills (spelling, capitalization, punctuation and word 
usage), (4) work study skills (map reading, reading 
of graphs and tables, how to use reference books), 
(5) arithmetic skills (straight arithmetic and word 
problems). 
At both schools, the eighth graders made their 
best showing in arithmetic skills. Slusher hazarded 
a guess that national publicity connected vrith earth 
satellites has made students more interested 
mathematics.

The disease is alcoholism. It 
ranks with heart disease, can­ 
cer and mental illness as one 
of the 
nation's 
four m ajor 
health problems. 


The government has been 
spending millions each year to 
combat the other three. 
But 
only piddling sums have been 
available for research on alco­ 
holism. As a result, medical 
science knows little about its 
causes, and 
far less 
than it 
needs to know about treatm ent. 
Congress is about to change 
that picture. Tucked away in a 
multi-billion dollar appropria­ 
tion bill now moving through 
the Senate is a $700,000 item 
earm arked for alcoholism re­ 
search to be conducted under 
supervision of the National In 
stitute of Mental Health. 
Although $700,000 is not a 
lot of money by comparison 
with outlays for other medical 
research, it is far more than 
has ever been invested before 
in scientific studies of the phy­ 
sical. psychological and envi­ 
ronm ental factors that cause

Scientists are sharply divided 
on why one drinker becomes 
an alcoholic and another does 
not. 
Some, like Prof. Robert 
Williams of the University of 
Texas, believe a physiological 
imbalance 
in

“appetite- 
regulating’’ mechanism creates 
an abnormal craving for alco 
hoi. If true, it may be possible 
to work out a special diet or 
gland therapy that will abolish 
the craving. 
Others explain 
compulsive

Button Tells 


Functions Of 


S’ste Treasury 


The state treasury operates 
like a bank, loaning and bor­ 
rowing money to the advantage 
of its stockholders, state Treas­ 
urer A. Ronald Button told the 
Marin combined service clubs 
luncheon at Hamilton Air Force 
Base Officers’ Club yesterday. 
The stockholdes are the citi­ 
zens of California. Button said 
in his speech to the San Rafael 
Chamber of Commerce-sponsor­ 
ed luncheon. 


GIANT BANK 
“In terms of assets on hand.” 
he said, “the state treasury 
ranks with the biggest banks 
in the nation. In all I am ac­ 
countable for 2.4 billion dollars 
in cash, funds on deposit and 
securities.” 
Earnings on funds under his 
control for investment, Button 
said, amounted to more than 14 
million dollars in the first nine 
months of this fiscal year He 
said this amount was an in­ 
crease of nearly four and one- 
half million over the previous 
similar period. 


FUNDS COMMITTED 
He explained that virtually 
all state funds in the treasury 
are committed for specific pur­ 
poses. But, he said, many mil­ 
lions are available for invest­ 
ments as receipts and expendi­ 
tures rise and fall. 
Money is being saved, mean­ 
while, on the borrowing the 
state does through bond sales, 
Button said. 
He cited the sale of 100 mil­ 
lion dollars in bonds in April 
on terms that he said accom­ 
plished a ten and one-half mil­ 
lion cut in interest costs from 
the previous similar sale. 


Mill Valley 
May Tighten 
Sign Control 


A11 e n t i o n-getting 
flags, 
streamers and propellers, and 
even signs within one foot of a 
window, will come under city 
regulation in Mill Valley if the 
planning commission has its 
way. 
The planners Tuesday night 
voted to recommend to the city

to four per unit. 
The planners also approved

commercial section 
of Miller 
avenue, and 25-foot 
setbacks 
for the apartment lots on that 
street. 
They refused, six votes to 
one, to recommend that steep 
Wildemar street be made one­ 
way. 
Residents 
asked that it 
be one-way downhill, the police 
chief suggested one-way uphill, 
and the city manager pointed 
out that either way at least one 
resident would not be able to 
get into his driveway without 
going the wrong way.
